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The News.

The Legislature was in session up to a late hour
1ast night, and as yet, so far as we are aware, uo
time has been fixed upon for the final adjournment,
though it is probable they will separate to-day.
A prolonged and despernte stroggle in the Senute
upon the charter for this city has greatly retarded
business, yetstill an unnecessarily large number
of acts has been passed and reccived the Execn-
tive sanetion. Our reports and despatches contain
full details of yesterday’s proccedings, to which
our readers are referred.

The several cases involving the Van Rensselaer
claim to rents from lands conveyed in fee in Alb:
ny county have been decided by the Court of Ap-
peals. The decision is adverse to the tenants.  All
the Judges concur in the opinion that the rents and
arrears must be paid. This action of the court of
1ast resort is necessarily final. Tt has been looked
for with deap interest by the parties concerned
and the public, and terminates a long and exciting
controversy.

Nothing of special interest transpired in refe-
rence to the trial of Sickles yesterday. The greater
portion of the session of the Court was consumed
in arguments of counsel as to the admissibility of
certain evidence tending to show previous acts of
adultery on the part of Key with Mrs. Sickles.

A deputation of Dritish residents of this city,
headed by Mr. Archibald, the Pritish Consul fpr
New York, wnited upon Lord Napier yesterday at
the Astor House, and presented to his lordship an
address containing an expression of their apprecia-
tion of his personsl and official conduct during bis

occupancy of the post of British Minister at Wash-
ington, The address referred to, together with the
presentation speech of Mr. Archibald and the feli-
citous response of Lord Napier, may be found in
another column.

We have received some additional letters from
our correspondents attached to the Paragnay expe-
dition, which are of a highly interesting character,
and bring the history of the important events which
have lately transpired in that guarter down to the
latest moment. A want of space, however, pre-
vents us publishing this valuable réswiné this morn-
ing. When the vessels of the United States squad-
ron would be aull assembled at Parana, it was the
intention of President Urquiza, of the Argentine
Confederation, to entertain the officers and men of
the entire fleet, at a grand décuner and ball, given
in that spirit of trae hospitality which iz character
istic of the gentlemen of Spauish-America.

Our correspondent ot Kingston, Jamaica, writing
on the 2ist ultimo, gives a deplorable account of
the social condition of the island, in consequence of
the revolutionary excésses perpetrated by the free
negroes, acting under the advice of demagogues,
both clerfeal and lay. When the toll gate riotera
were bronght up for trinl lately, in Westinoreland
county, a party of armed blacks entered the court,
drove out the officers, took the Judge from the
bench, destroyed all the furniture, and set the pri-
goners free. This was followed by o rising on the
Hollund estate, and the whole military force of the
island was barely able to keep down the eolored
insurgents. The Anti-Slavery Society of England
and the Jamaica Reform Association are clearly
chargeable with the indoetion of 8 war of class and
color, which is likely to prove entirely fatal to the
interests of the inlubitants. Crime was very rife,
and the Jamaica court calendar exceedingly heavy.
A small trading echooner had picked up, on the
west end of the island, one of the boats of the
war steamer Jasseur, containing some of the crew
and officers, who were in wretched condition, They
had had vo food for nineteen days. Ono man had
died of starvation, and the doctor and purser of the
vessel had become insane, all the remalnder belng
at the point of death. Health of Kingston good,
ond trade dnll.

The Iatest accounts from Utah Territory are not
of the most pacific charactar. The Mormons at
Provo were highly indignant becanse troops were
stationed there during the session of the Court, and
threatened a collision with the soldiers.

There were
twentydwo of these negroes confined ina tempo-
rary jail built for the purpose, and it is generally
supposcd that the runaways had some assistance
from without. The officers atarted in pursuit of
them in the direction of Ohio, but up to the Tnt
accounts they had not suececded in getting on tieir
track. In Virginia negro convicts are employed on
the public works, instead of being imprisoned in
the penitentiary. -

east, the Rev. William A. Pruer, & missionury be-

onging to the London Bociety, died suddenly on
bourd the ahove ship.

1t Is evident, from the characier of the pro-
ceedings in the Senate at Albany yesterday, that
all the forces within and without the chamber
are concentrated on the new charter bill for
this city, to the exclusion of all, other business.
The republican members of the Senate, and the
friends of thelr party in the lobby, are work-
ing with mightand mainto bring it toa suc-
cesaful issue before the adjournment, which will
probably take place to-night; while the demo-
cratic Senators, and the anti-charter members
of the lobby, with Fernando Wood and his
friends, and s powerful delegation from our
Common Council at their head, are throwing all
poesible obstacles in the way of its passage. With
this view, the time of the Senate was occupied
yesterday with all kinds of motions, and their
action obstructed by every possible device.
Rather a high-handed measure was resorted to
by the republicans, in calling for the arrest of
the democratic Senators Spinola and Doherty,
on some frivolous pretext of objection to the
ruling of the Chair, which mensure was so far
succeseful as to couse the mmn‘l of Mr. Spinola
from his seat In the Senate.

While the defeat of the new charter—the most
flagrant usurpation of municipal rights ever
sought 1o be ecstablished—would be a matter of
rejoicing, we cannot overlook the fict that if the
time of the Senate be occupled on the sub-
jeet, ss the intention evidently is, the
Legislature will adjourn without passing upon
the tax levy of this city, yet undecided
on by the Senate, This is a circumstance great-
Iy to be deplored; and shonld this bill not be
acted npon, our city affalrs will be thrown into
inextricable confusion; adding a new grievaace
to the many which the present Legislature has
eought to inflict wpon this outraged and op-
pressed city.

The bill for the removal of Quarantine and the
bill making Richmond county responsible for the
expenses of the destroyed Quarantine buildings,
were thrown overboard yesterday, and beyond
this nothing definite seems to have been done.
Up to the present time three hundred and fifty-
three acts have received the Executive approval,
end a8 mno time is yet fixed for ad-
journment, it is impossible to say how
many more billa of comparatively little
importance will be rushed through before that
much desired moment arrives.

On the whole, the cloeing proceedings of the
Legislature exhibit the same want of digoity, or
even decency, which has characterized its career
from the beginning.

1t is 10 be hoped that an adjournment will take
place to-day. The sooner the disgracefal scene is
ended the better,

We publish in our report of the proceedings at
the State capital, the Registry Law as it passed
both houses, which we commend to the earnest
attention of our readers.

other column will be found the address pre-
sented yesterdny to Lord Napier by the British
residents of New York. The document was
signed by upwarde of two hundred names, em-
bracing all the reepectability nud mercantile
wealth of that body. His lordship's reply is
conceived in the same happy spirit and is
marked by the samg inimitable tact which have
distinguished most of the speeches and docu-
ments that have emanated from him during his
residence here. He dwells with apparently as
much pleasure on the cordial personal relations
which he has established among us as on the ef
forts that he has made to draw closer the politi-
cal ties which shonld bind the two countries
together.

Hia lordship is right in laying emphasis on
this peeuliar characterietic of his mission. No
Dritish Minister that has ever been acoredited to
thiz conntry has go thoroughly comprehended
the delicagies and difficulties of his position. e
teems o have understood Intaitively not only the
peculiarities of our institutions, but the genius

and eugcepiibilities of our people. In the
discharge of his  diplomatic dutica this
quickness of perception has proved of

invaluable service to him by preventing him
from judging everything by an Eaglish standard,
whilst in his social relations it has enabled him
to conciliate prejudices and to form friendships,
even amonget those whom the conduct of his
predecessors had impressed unfavorably., No
man, we will venture to say, who has previously
oceupicd bis post has left behind him so many re-
grets and so few hostilities as his lordship will
do. Whilst, as o gentleman, his bearing has heen
unexceptionable, as o Minister he has contrived
to impresa the people of both countries with the
belief that be is the most honest and eficient
representative that Great Britaln has ever sent
here. It is o pity that under such circumatances
It ehould have been deemed expedient by the Fo-
reign Oftice to recall him. The time may not be
remote when the services of such a man may be
required, and certainly no minister will be able
to accomplish o much with our government as
Lord Napier might have done.

The exigencies of the diplomatic service, how-
ever, admit of no considerations of personal par-
tiality. All that we can, thercfore, do, Is Lo give
expression to the very general feeling of regret
with which bis lordship's departure from among
us is viewed.

Tue New Reastey Law.—We print to-day
a copy of the new act which provides for the
better security and purity of the ballot. This uct
has passed both branches of the Legislature, and
it will, in all probability, reccive the Executive
sanction. It has been carried through entirely
by republican and American votes, the demo-
crats all declaring against it, on the ground that
it imposed an unconstitutional condition upon
the exercise of the right of suffrage. The repub-
licans, they eay-—and the coolness of Master
Weed's Albany Juurnal scems to bear out the
jdea—would bave been glad to shaMe out of the
matter; but the Americans kept them to their
bargain. The American organ at Albany Is
alone in cordial approval of the bill.

It appears to us that this law will not answer
any good purpose. Waneed a proper registry
law In this city, where fraudulent voting Is car-
ried on to excese.  We have alwnys advoeated
the enncément ot such a law, and early this ses-
rion urged upon the republicans the trial of the
experiment.  But, with chineacteristic adroitaens,

ther bave dished up & bill which ls neither ome
thing nor the other. A single provision will do-
feat the working of the law sltogether. That is
the pection whereln It Is proyided that by an
elaborate process names may be added io the
registry list on election day. As it isnow, many
votes are shut out when an exciting eleotion
takes place, on account of the fact that there s
not time to receive all 1hat are offersdl, and
under this law it would be essy to keep away
half the registered voters from the polls, while
the inspectors were taking proofs as to the rights
of the 8o far as New York city is
concerned—and it is here that the law Is particu-
larly required—the bill we print to-day Is a farce
and a hombug.

Mmssivg LErrens—Jovesne DEBONESTY.—
Complainta are being made against
the Poet Office for the non-receipt of letters con-
taining cash remittances addressed t» mercantile
or other establishments, The department has
enongh responsibility on its shoulders with-
out being made amendable for the sins of
individuals. The persons making their com-
plaints will be surprised when we t¢ll them that
the loes of their letters and money is more fre-
quently due to their own careleasness than to the
negligence or dishonesty of the Post Office em-
ployés.

The results of investigations instituted by the
department have established the fact that the
frequent loes and derangement of the letter cor-
respondence of business eatablisements are owing,
in & great measure, to the employment of impro-
per persons in the conveyance of their letters to
and from the Post Office. Perhaps not one inten
of the cases where the Post Office nuthorities
succeed in tracing complaints of losses to that
source is cver known to the public, asin most
instances the offenders are so young that the
courts seldom favor their final conviction. We
are credibly informed that the detection of these
juvenile delinquents by the Post Office special
agent is a matter of almost daily occurrence,

By a law of Congress, no person is allowed
to be employed in a Post Office who is under six-
teen years of age; and yet careful business men
in other respects will entrust the custody of
their valuable letters, containing remittances
amounting to thonsands of dollars, to inexpe-
rienced nnd boys, who, even if
perfectly honest themselves, are wholly at the
mercy of any of the designing and artful des-
peradoes constantly lying in wait for just
euch chances as are thus afforded them. Not
long since we noticed a very small lad
leaving the Post Office with both hands full of
letters, We had the curiosity to ask him his
age, when his reply was, “Seven years, sir.” It
was subsequently aecertained that he had been
sent to the Post Office by o large mercantile
house on Brondway.

It would seem that the ordinary risks of the
mails are sufficlent, without adding to them the
outside contingencies and exposures to which
we have alluded.

“ Oxe Oyt Frrriaor."—It is reported—and
one of our city cotemporaries endorses the truth
of the report—that all the ferries to Williams-
burg will carry foot passengers for one cent cach
after the 1st of May, and ulso that the number of
boats will be Increased. Now, we think it will
turn out that this report is set on foot by the
property owners to induce tenants who occupy
houees in Williamsburg to remain, and those who
do not to remove to that village. The Union
Ferry Company promised wonGerful thiogs on
the Fulton, Bouth and Hamilton ferries, till they
got their monopoly secured. After that we know
how they served the public. We have no faith in
the report that the ferriage to Williamsburg will
be reduced to one cent, and those who now act
on such belief will find out how they have been
deceived, when the 1st of May is passed and it
i too late to make arrangements about their
places of reeidence till next near.
